Group I claim® 35-47, drawn to a method of amplifying an RNA target sequence and claims 
S-68 drawn to a method of transcription of a template strand comprising an RNA target. 

Group II, claim(s) 48-60, drawn to an RNA polymerase. 

Group in claim(s) 61, drawn to a gene encoding RNA polymerase; claim 62, drawn to an 
express on vector comprising gene encoding RNA polymerase; claim © drawn to host cell 
comprising said vector" and claim 64, drawn to method of producing RNA polymerase. 

2 The inventions listed as Groups I-HI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The aspect of using an RN A polymerase such as 
SP6 (claim 65) was known in the prior art and the gene of claim 61 reads on a product of nature. 

No. 40,085, on 28 September 2000 
to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 

being made.
